DDA the responsibility for establishing an Agency-wide 
program for the review of 50-year old classified material

The DDA, in turn, has designated the Information Systems 

Analysis Staff (ISAS) to be his instrument for initiating 

and coordinating this review program both within and outside 
of the Agency. so

ISAS serving as a focal point for guidance and 
problem solving. (Note: The decentralized approac 
recognizes. the varied problems the different compo- 
nents will face during their review program while — 
centralized guidance will insure that the Agency . 
is consistent in its use of review criteria and - 
procedures. The point of consistency is imperative - 
in the event the Agency is taken to. court to aged
